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1. Claims 1, 3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per independent claim 1 , in steps b & c; the claim should add the 
"conversion" keys because the claim recites both " function calculations and 
conversions ... depressing one ... function keys ". 

2. Claims 1 , 3 and 5-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the novel in steps b, c & g features as recited in 
independent claim 1 .
